Bluofleld, W. Va., June 24. — This 
entire soctiun was visited hy a flood, 
ttae extent of which in all probability 
Will OQual or excood that of Johns- 
town in 1889. ao far aa the Iobr of 
property is conoeroed. A heavy down- 
pour of rain waa accoinpani<^d by a 
severe electric Btorm, which violently 
Increaaed in volume and cuntinucd 
••▼tral houM. Many miles of the 
Norfolk and Westam railroad track, 
bridges and telegraph lines are < n 
tirely destroyed and eonimunicatiuu Is 
entirely cut oft west of Elkhovii. so 
that it is impossible to learn the full 
•stent of the lose of life and prop- 
erty, but ofRcials of the coal corpora- 
tions located in the stricken district 
have sent out messengers to P^lkhorii, 
the terminus of both telegraphic and 
railroad communication, and have re- 
ceived a report that a conservative 
estimate as to the loss of life will eas- 
ily ri'arh 2(iO. Thi' drowned are anions 
the promiiu'ut citizens of the coitl 
fields. 

The Pocahontas coal field is located 
in a basin with high mountain rangea 
on either side. Elkhorn* creek flows 
through thi' center of the basin, which 
ranges from one-fourth to one mile in 
Width. From Bnnis. W. Va., to Vivian 
yard, W. Va.. a distance of 10 miles, 
miners' eabirw, coal company commis- 
saries and coke plants line this basin. 
Elkhorn creek being ffd b> numerous 
small streams coming from the moun- 
tain aide rises very rapidly, and this 
water spout came so suddenly that 
the entire basin between the two 
mountain ranges was flooded and be- 
fore the terror-stricken people leal- 
Ised what was upon them they wert- 
carried down by the flood, which 
Bwept ererythlng in its path. 

The little town Of Keystone, with a 
population of about 2,000. seems the 
greatest sufferer, 'practically the en- 
tire town being washed away. This 
ia the principal town in the Pocahon- 
tas coal flelda and ia located near its 
center. It was to a great extent head- 
quarters from wliidi the mining popu- 
lation purchased supplies and was 
alao the only place in the fleld where 
whisky could be purchased. At this 
place there were 12 or 16 saloons, all 
of which were washed away. A great 
number of coal and coke plants 
throughout the Pocahontas region are 
nportad practically deatroyed. and 
M« In aome instances entirely washed 
away. Owing to the high water, which 
has flooded the region and prevented 
communication, anything like a cor- 
rect loaa of property is impossible, 
but from the best information obtain- 
able the property loaa will easily 
reach f2.000,000. 

Landgraf, the home of General Man- 
ager Ord, is reported gone, but his 
family is said to be safe. Passenger 
train No. 4 of the Norfolk and West- 
em railway reached Vivian and waa 
unable to proceed further. The waters 
reached such a depth that the coaches 
bad to be abandoned, the passengers 
being reacued by means of ropes 
strung from the windows of coaches 
to the tops of remaining coke ovens 
some distance away. Between Elk- 
horn and Vivian yard, a distance of 
10 miles, 100 cars are said to be wash- 
ed from the tracka, many of them car- 
ried down the atreams. 

A rough estimate places the num- 
ber of bridges waahed away between 
Bluefield and Vivian yard, a distance 
Of 28 miles, at from 15 to 20, and from 
present Indicationa it will be impossi- 
ble to get trains through to Vivian 
and points west of there under a 
week or 10 days. This will render it 
Impoaalble to get relief into Uie 
atricken district and with those «Lo 
eacaped with their Uvea, homeless 
and without food, indeaeritabl* tat' 
fering is inevitable. 

On the Clinch Valley branch of the 
Norfolk and Western railway between 
tbla city and Norton, Va.. communica- 
tion is entirely severed weat of Taie- 
well, Va. Reports come from that 
point of great loss of life and prop- 
arty throughout that entire section. 
IB lhakerag. a negro settlement on 
the outaklrta of Taaewell. the water 
stands to the depth of alx or eight 
feet in the street and houses, all of 
the occupants being removed to 
poinU of safety by means of a boat. 

Three milea weat of Tasewell on 
the Higginbotham farm, the home of 
Paris Vandyke, a farmhouse was 
swept away, carrying with it Mrs. 
Vandyke and four children, two of the 
Vandyke children. John. 17. and 
Charlea, 6, being drowned. Mra. Van- 
dyke, with the two. remalBing chil- 



dren, Edgar and I,a\ira, were found in 
a dying condition one mile from the 
homestead by Mr. Vandyke, who was 
absent from home at the time of the 
cloudburst. While the rescuing party 
was searching for the Vandyke family 
they found the body of a white wom- 
an, well clad, floating down Plum 
creek. Xu one thus far has been able 
to identify her, and it Is Boppoaed the 
body washed .down from aome dis- 
tance. A report cornea from Wlttln's 
mill, a small station between Tazewell 
and Bluefield. that three children of 
Balelgh Bniah were drowned. 

PITC HED PAW LR 

Strikers Storm the Kendeavtftta of 
Konunloa Workmen. 

Columbia, 8. C. June 24.— The 
Southern railway shops in this city 
were attacked by a mob of several 
score of men. No damage to property 
was attempted except to break 
through the high fence aurrounding 
the yarda. Tha atrlkara were after 
the nonunion workmen and made for 
a car in whic h 20 were sleeping. A 
man whose name is said to be .Myers 
was on guard. He fired both barrels 
of hia gun into the crowd, receiving 
himaelf a 82-caltber bullet in hia fore- 
head, but the skull was not penetrat- 
ed. The mot) fired a prcat many bul- 
lets into the car in which the men 
were sleeping. None of the nonunion- 
Ists were wounded, but after they 
had been dragged out of the car they 
were pretty roughly handled. They 
were marched up the railroad track 
several miles and ordered to travel 
north. Later all but one of these men 
were brought back to the city by an 
expedition sent out from the shops. In 
the fray four strikers were wounded. 

The strike leaders and the head 
men in the labor unions that have 
supported the striking machinists re- 
gard the attack as most unfortunate 
from the atandpoint of the strikers. 
A number of the most influential 
strikers did not know, so It la aald, Of 
the contemplated attack. 



Chaffee Military Governor. 
Washington. June 24. — Following 
the order issried making Judge Taft 
civil governor of the Philippines, an 
order haa been iasued naming Oeneral 
Chaffee as military governor of the 
archipelago. The military has been 
ordered to vacate the Auyumentio, 
the large public building which was 
erected out of the municipal funds of 
Manilla for government purposes. 
This will be occupied by the civil of- 
ficers in the Philippines. The palace 
of Malagacan, heretofore occupied as 
headquarters for Generals Otis and 
MacArthur, also has been ordered va- 
cated by the military authorltlea and 
will be occupied by Governor Taft. 
Malayacan was the headquarters of 
the Spanish captains general when in 
command in the I'hi'ippines and the 
natlvea of the island have come to re- 
gard it as the hekdauartera of aeat of 
government. 

8well Wedding Canceled. 
London, June 24.— Among the paid 

announcements in the Morning Post 
of London appeared the notice: "The 
marriage between Vivian Sartoris and 
Mr. Archibald Balfour will not take 
place." London society is mystified. 
Misa Sartorla, who ia a granddaughter 
of General Ulysea 8. Grant, la well 
known in London, and Mr. Balfour is 
an attorney and a cousin of Arthur 
Balfour, the statesman. The Ameri- 
can contingent In London were aur 
prlaed at the announcement of the en- 
gagement on April 18 last, but pre- 
pared to send wedding gifts fitting 
for the granddaughter of a fcirraer 
president of the United States. Hard- 
ly any one knows the reason for the 
sudden notice and many frlenda r» 
fuse to believe it tme. 



Receivers For a Railway. 
NaahviUe. Tenn., June 24. — The 
Nashville railway haa been placed in 

the hands of a receiver. The applica- 
tion was made by the Baltimore 
Trust Guarantee company, the holder 
Of $2,000,000 of the company'a bonds 
apra which it defaulted la the pay 
ment of interest last February. The 
Nashville railway is capitalised at 
$13,000,000, one-half of which is in 
bonds and the other In stock. The 
complainanta pray for a foreclosure, 
and Judge Clarke of the United SUtes 
district court appointed B. 0 .Lewis 
and Percy Warner receivers pending 
a sale by foreclosure. The receiveis 
gave a joint bond of 180,000 and have 
aaaumed contro l of the prop erty. 

Missienarlaa bepart 

Peking. June 24.— Li Hung Chang 
having assured the inissidnaries of 
the good will of the governor ol the 
province of Shansi. and because of 
their own deaira to go to the province 
in aafety, the party left, in care of an 
official escort. The missionaries will 
go by rail to Ting Cho. by carts to 
Hwallu and thence by mule litters to 
Taiyuen-Fu. They will stop one day 
at Bheu Tang, the acene of the form- 
er mission. From Tallyuen-Fu the 
China inland missionariea will vialt 
outlying stations, burying th« 4aad 
With ofllcial ceremoBlea.

tary of State John Hay 'arrived in 
New Haven from Waahlngton In ro- 
aponse to the dispatch announcing 

the sudden death of his son, Adelbert 
Stone Hay, who fell from a win<low 
in the third story of the New Haven 
House and waa instantly killed. 

8ecretary Hay was unaccompanied. 
He waa driven immediately to the 
residence of Seth Mosely, where he 
collapsed. His prostration was so 
complete that medical aid was deem- 
atf neeeaaary and Dr. Gilbert was sum- 
moned. Miss Helen Hay, a daughter 
of the secretary, arrived In New Ha- 
'ren from Boston about the same time 

Dr. Samuel D. Gilbert, who was 
lummoned in attendance upon Secre- 
tary Hay. sail! Mr. Hay is simply

overwhelmed by the tragic death of 
his son and is suffering a prostration 
which will probably be relieved by 

sufTicient rest." 

Adelbert Stone Hay was former 
consiil of the United States in Pre- 
toria, South Africa, and eldest" son of 
Secretary of State John Hay. He was 
a graduate of Yale, class of '98. and 
his death occurred on the eve of the 
university commencement, which 
brought him here, and in which, b- 
virtue of his class office, he would 
have been one of the leaders. 

Secretary Hay learned of the death 
of his son Adelbert within an hour 
and a half of the tragedy. He was 
alone in his home* In Washington, as 
all of hia family have been absent 
from Washington sirce his visit to 
Buffalo. Mrs. Hay, with Adelbert and 
her two daughters, had been spen<liiis 
a few days in Cleveland, and from 
that place went by way of Buffalo to 
Newburn, N. H.. on the shores of 
Lake Sunapec, where the family had 
settled down for the summer with tlii' 
expectation that the secretary was to 
join th( m next month. 

Adelbert ■ was born while his 
father was living in Cleveland, about 
25 years ago. Hia aecond name is 
Stone, which he bears in memory of 
the late Amasa Stone, his maternal 
grandfather. He was educated in the 
private schools of Cleveland and pre 
pared at St Paul'a academy in Con- 
cord, N. H.. for Yale. At Yale Add 
bert gave much time to athletlca and 
thus developed his robust frame, so at 
21 he stood six feet high, with chest 
and limbs of corresponding propor- 
tions. * * 

An extended public career was 
scarcely possible for one of his years, 
yet in the short time that elapsed be- 
tween his graduation from Yale auU 
his death he bad achieved wide repu- 
tation. Upon bis return from a trip to 
the Philipptnea he waa appointed con- 
sul at Pretoria to succeed Consul Ma 
crum. who resigned. The Boers re 
ceived him with Busplcion, knowing 
ot bis residence in England when his 
father waa ambassador at London, 
But tbla ha dlapelled and in the end 
the Boera learned to trust him and 
they showed their gratitude for many 
kindly offices young Hay performed 
tor their sick and wounded (omrades 
OB the other aide of the lines. On the 
othei' hand the British prisonera who 
filled the Boer places of detention in 
the early stages of the war owed 
many necessities and many little lus- 
urlea to the American consul. He left 
South Africa laat November and re- 
turned to the United States by way of 
London. Soon after reaching Wash- 
ington he tendered his resignation as 
consul at Pretoria. It had been for 
him an expensive employment In a 
year be had apant hia fatber'a aalary 
and hia owa. 



Since his resignation Mr. Hay had 
entered into no regular employment, 
though he bad devoted himaelf in part 
to assisting in the conduct of his 
father's personal business. However, 
he had been offered and had accepted 
the position of assistant secretary to 
the president, a pla< e now held by 
Major Pruden, who has been made a 
pajrmaater in the United Statea army 
and Is now under orders to report to 
the paymaster general Jan. 1, when 
Mr. Hay waa to have aucceedad him. 

WITHOUT A WOBO 



Oled the Mho U ho .Murdered it Woman 
and Then Took His Own Life. 

Louisville, June 24.— The death of 
H. S. Church was the second act of 
t bloody tragedy that began in Louis- 
ville Thursday with the murder of 
Emily Stewart, but which did not 
come to light until the police found 
the horribly mutilated body of the 
woman hidden in a closet and in the 
same house the man dying from 
wounda aelMnlllcted with pistol and 
raior. Several pistol ahots near 
Twelfth and Market streets caused 
policemen to enter the small frame 
building at 1215 West Market street, 
occupied by H. S. Church as a grocery 
store and residence, the living rooms 
being just back of the grocery. The 
policemen saw through a window 
clouds of smoke from a pistol. They 
forced an entiance and found Church 
propped up in a chair bleeding from 
a big wound in his left breast with 
a 45-eallber Colt'a revolver and from 
a s1a.sh across his left wrist with a 
razor. On the floor was an empty 
bottle labeled laudanum. Chuich gave 
utterance only to his death groans. 
He waa sent to a hospital but died 
"Althout making a statement. Police 
searched the premises and the blood- 
stained hem of a woman's ^ai'ment 
protruding from the cra( k of a closet 
door caused the olHcers to open the 
door, and they saw at a glance that a 
woman had been murdered and her 
corpse thiown into the closet. There 
was a liiK wound on the right side of 
her face and a gingham apron was 
tied tightly around her neck. 

A 12-year-old girl who lives near 
the Church grocery and had often as- 
sisted Mrs. Stuart with her house- 
work, said that while in Mrs. Stuart's 
bedroom Friday morning she noticed 
a peculiar smell. Church entered, de- 
manded to know what she was doing 
there and put her out. He said Mrs. 
Stuart had gone to Frankfort. Neigh- 
bors say they last saw .Mrs. Stuart 
Thursday evening. It developed tliat 
Mrs. Stuart had saved some money by 
working as houaekeei^r for two men 
and had recently bought a half inter- 
est in Church's store. Mrs. Stuart, 
aged Cid. was the widow of Robert 
Stuart. and had relatives in Louisville. 
She came to this city from Frankfort, 
Ky. Church conducted his grocery 
business all day Friday as usual, but 
his store was c losed most of Saturdax . 
He was U'>. and t i;me to l^ouisv ille 
four months ago from F'rankfoit. 
where two sisters reside. On his 
deathbed the police tried to extort a 
confession from him. He only opened 
wide hia eyes, then closd tbiem and 
died without saying a word. 

Torrado In Illinois. 
Lincoln, Ills., June 24. -This city 
was visited by a tornado, which did 
1100,000 damage. The storm's path 
was a mile and a half wide and 12 
miles long. The Lincoln mattress fae- 
toiy \Nas almost ilesti'oyed and great 
damage was done to the llliiKiis as.\ • 
lum for feeble-minded children, the 
IlUnoia Odd Fellows' orphans' home. 
Lincoln college, the flour mifis and 
the county poor farm. Several stores 
were \inroofe<l, a numlx'r of houses 
were wrecked and thousands of trees 
were torn up. An elevator at .Middle- 
town waa destroyed and several stores 
damaged. At Elkhart freight cais 
were blown from the tracks and great 
damage waa done to wheat corn and

Four Fatalities at Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg, June 24. — The storm and 
flood which broke ov<>r Allegheny 
county, besides cauaing much damage 
in every part of the county, ia known 
to have caus< d at least four deaths 
besidts bringing injury to two. 
Charles Bittner. faimer, Spring Oar- 
den borough, was drowned in Spring 
Garden run. Moaco Ifareoa. Italian 
laborer, waa drowned in a sewer at 
Center and Euclid avenues. James 
P. IV.inn. 12. of Duquesne. was killed 
by a live wire on the viaduct of the 
Mgnongahela Traction company near 
his home. Jamea Fleming, 81, was 
badly ahocked by a live wire and An- 
drew Cola,, dairyman, waa alMekad by 
lightning. 

Havoc In Hoosierdom. 
Indianapolis, June 24.— Central In- 
diana waa vialted by a terrific electric 
atorm, but beyond the havoc it played 
with telegraph and telephone wires, 
little damage is reported. The storm 
was Immediately preceded by an in- 
tenaaly hot day and waa aac^tmpaalad 
by a deluge of rata. 



Columbus. O., June 24.— The Repub* 
li(an clan^ of Ol io have gathered 
again in convention at the columbus 
auditorium, where thousands assem- 
bled to wltneaa the work of the cou- 
vocation of delegatea. Senator For- 
aker, as temporary chairman, sounded 
the keynote of the campaign, the dis- 
trict < ane ises reported the choice 
made for the various committees, 
when the convention adjourned until 
Tuesday. It Is quite probabte Senator • 
Hanna will be made permanent chair- 
man and that as such he will deliver 
a speech Tuesday and preside over 
the deliberations of the convention 
incident to noiAInating the aUta 
ticket for the 1901 campaign. 

The (onvention will renominate for 
second terms Governor George K. 
Nash, Lieutenant Governor John A. 
Caldwell, Attorney General John M. 
Sheets, State Treaaurer J. B. Cam- 
eron and G. W. Johnson, the latter for 
member of the state board of public 
works. 

The contests are limited to the nom- 
inations for Judge and cierk of the 
supreme court, as the Incumbenta, 
Judge ThadeuB Minshall and Captain 

J. H. Allen, have each held their re- 
spective oflice.s several terms. 

The candidates for supreme Judge 
include Tbadeus A. Minshall of Ross, 
W. B. Crew of Morgan, J. L. Price of 
Allen and D. A. Russell of .Meigs. 

Among those contesting for the 
suj)renie < ourt clerkship are J. 11. Al- 
len of Athens. A. C. Critchfleld of 
Wayne, Lawson E. Emerson of Bel- 
mont, W. T. McLean of Shelby. Alva 
B. Hall of Guernsey, Newton M. Mil- 
ler of Delaware and J. C. Copeland of 
Paulding. 

in addition to a full state ticket . 
there is to be a legislature elected 
this year which will choose the suc- 
cessor uf I'nited States Senator J. B. 
Foraker. 'I'le re a'e no holding-over 
memliers of the general assembly in 
Ohio. All members of both branchee 
of the legislature are to be elected 
next November. 

In addition to th(> election of a sen- 
ator the II. \t lef;;..,|atui ■ will have the 
apportionni( nt of the state under the 
last census for legislative and other 
state districts as well as for congreaa- 
men. and also the consideration of an 
inipoifant issue on "local option." The 
contest between the parties for con- 
trol .if the legislature this year will 
be the most animated in the history 
of the state, as the partisan advan- 
tages to be gained in the formation 
of the districts will last until the next 
census in liMO. 

Congressman Dick and other mem- 
bers of the state committee have been 
here two days arranging for the con- 
vention. All of the Ohio Republican 
eongressmi n are here taking an act- 
ive part in the convention. Congress- 
men Grosvenor, Sklles, Hildebrandt, 
Tayler, Shattuc, Beldler. Kyle, Nevin 
and Van Vorhla are delegatea to the 
convention. 

At the head of the .Mahonin-; cuiinty 
delegation is Asa W. Jones, who was 
lieutenant governor during the Bush- 
nell administration and who la prom- 
inently men1|paed tor the next nomi- 
nation for governor. Another candi- 
date for the gubernato.ial noniiimtion 
two years heiue ia Harry M. Daugh- 
erty of Fa.\< ite, who Is at the head of 
a delegation whoae aeata are conteat* 
ed. Owing to factional interests th^ 
contest over the Daugherty and the 
Marchand delegations from Fayette 
county is causing much agitation. 

Quite a number of ea-congreasmen 
are in the Hat. Among the delegatea ' 
are ex-Governor Bushnell and es-Oov> 
emor Charles Foster. Ex-Speaker J.

' "By it* declared policy of granting im- 
parial powen to the President pending 
the convening of the Fifty-eeventh Con- 
Kreee, the Cabinet, coraposui of the leail- 
ing representativea of the Republican 
party, baa atartlingly teatffied to that 
party's' complete and unconditional sur- 
render to the glamour ot empire," says 
the Philadelphia Record. 

"The President of the I'nit^d States 
has been clothed in authority which con- 
stitutes a menace to free institutions and 
to the continued maintenance of Ameri- 
can principles," continues the Record. 
"No reminiicent American can believe 
for a iqoment that the American patriots 
who aigned the Dtclaration of Independ- 
ence and who laid the foundations of 
thia QoTeromrat would sanction the 
military ruling of a fa^diatant depead' 
ency. the President actin^t with more 
than the i o vera of a King, inequalities 
of citiienahip created, millioni of weaker 
people Rubjected by force to taxation 
without consent or voice. 

"it was againatthaee very sins that the 
early Americans rose in rebellion and 
won the freedom of the then British col- 
oniea. It wa^ these very sins which they 
forbade to their dcscendanta tfcer having 
fonnded a free republic which, they 
fondly dreamed, would remain forever 



bleseinica of. freedom. It ia these very 
sineto wbiefttbe MtCiaNljr admiaff^ 

tion has now surrendered the Ciovern- 
luent, a surrender which threatens the 
ultimate destruction of the magnificent 
fabric of free governn/eot builded by the 
early Americans.
